2, Sackground: Aey personnel in tais Directorate anc 
the nriters of Security were impressed and gratified by 
Senator Inouye's decision te aduinister proapt disciplizary 
action ayainst the staff meaber who lost sensitive papers 
charged to iis custedy, Your suraise was correct that at CIA 
a first decucent loss incident tenda tu lead te « reprinand 
in cases waere classified information is net secured properly 
but is still within #2 ceatrolled Ageacy facility. Agency 
regulations aaic it clear, however, that any security breach, 
including the first, may be serious enough to warrant sore 
severe penalties, including separation from the Agency. 


briuging this particular case te tie attention of 
the Intelligence Community or giving it even wider dissenina- 
tion within the federal goverament would get an importaut 
point across in a timely fashion with preat jimpact. It 
would sees: most ilaappropriate, however, ta idertify tie 
individual invelwed aad it would be difficult to release 
the story without ruaning a risk of such identification. 
Furthermore, the media reaction to such a release, with or 
without the culprit identified, would doubtless be aassive 
pressure fur further details on the nature of the documents 
last. 


AS BL alternative, it is recownended that a peuers’ 
presentation of the topic be mace before the AFIE aembership. 


Such a talk could Ce built to stress the dangers of taking 
Slassific. waterial out of an effice environment to an 
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unauthorized destination and the problems caused by failure 
to report the loss immediately, The NFEIR® wembershin could 
then dissowinate the messaye to the personnel of the 
narticipating agencies.

SUBJECT: Meeting with Senator Inouye 


1. Senator Inouye informed me that he had administered a 
30-day leave of absence without pay disciplinary action on the 
staff member who was careless with security. 


2. The Senator mentioned this was modeled partly on the 
fact that a first offense at CIA warranted a reprimand. I told 
him it was my guess that that would be the case for someone who 
left security material out in a basically secure area such as 
our building. I would intend to be more rigorous in the event 
of a serious violation such as this one. 


3. Further, I would like to consider whether we should 
use this example, probably less the name of the individual, to 
publicize within the entire Intelligence Community and possibly 
even wider within the government, the great risks to the 
country as well as to individuals of taking classified material 
out of their offices to unauthorized destinations.
